Of  the  Difeafe  in  general . 

H  E  Value  each  Perfon  ought 
to  put  upon  himfelf,  Ihou’d 
make  him  fo  induftrious,  as 
to  difcover  Fraud  from  Sin¬ 
cerity,  Chicane  from  Truth, 
and  Colluiion  from  Good-will.  I  fay, 
each  Perfon  ought  to  labour  from  bis

Infancy  to  extricate  himfelf  from  the  De- 
figns  and  Traps  laid  for  him  :  But  alas! 
we  come  to  Maturity,  we  grow  Old, 
and  in  fome  Affairs  we  are  Blind,  and 
continue  fo  for  ever.  I  know  not,  whe¬ 
ther  this  Blindnefs  be  in  any  Concern 
more  common,  than  it  is  in  the  Art  of 
Phyfick  y  in  this,  Men  pafs  Judgment  by 
the  Force  of  their  Affections, and  not  their 
Judging  Faculty:  This  Man  we  like,  his 
Converlation  is  agreeable,  his  Comport¬ 
ment  is  genteei,  his  Air  is  modifh,  he  is 
obliging,  and  in  fhort  we  love  the  Per- 
fonj  but  let  him  be  throughly  fearch’d, 
his  Bufinefs  has  been  to  ftudy  Men,  not 
the  dead  Letter.  Thus  fometimes  fohigh 
runs  AffeCtion,  we  even  believe  the  Pcr- 
fon  Ignorant,  but  Charity  and  Love  cover 
his  DefeCts :  I  crave  no  Man's  AffcCtion, 
in  order  to  entrap  him  ;  this  little  Paper- 
Book  I  have  defign’d  as  a  Prefent,  is  the 
Refult  of  a  continued  Succefs  for  near  a 
quarter  of  a  Century ,  in  the  Cure  of  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Difeafe ,  in  its  whole  Extent. 

I  fancy  it  may  be  no  great  Honour  to 
affume  to  myfelf  an  Air  of  Knowledge  in 
this  Diftemper,  becaufe  the  Weakeft  of 
Mortals  may  in  that  time  acquire  to  him¬ 
felf  a  competent  Obfervation  on  the  com¬ 
mon 


mon  Symptoms,  when  his  Application 
has  been  bounded  and  limited  to  that  Di- 
ftemper  chiefly.  Let  pay  Knowledge  be 
to  what  Degree  it  can ;  fuch  has  been 
my  Cafe,  that  I  have  confined  myfelf  to 
the  Confideration  of  this  Difeafe  rnoftly, 
have  made  Obfervations  fuita'ole  to  the 
time  I  have  praCtifed  ;  and  I  think  I  have 
built  upon  what  I  have  read,  a  large  Stru¬ 
cture,  and  will  be  bold  to  fay,  (  without 
.a  Breach- of  Modefty)  If  Authors  have  dif- 
covered  no  more  of  this  Difeafe  than  what 
they  have  publijh' d,  I  can  range  fomewhat 
farther  than  they  have ,  and  without  much 
Trouble  to  myfelf.  By  the  Word  Authors, 
1  abftraCt  from  Bills  fff  Fare ,  fuch  as  the 
Pratfical  Scheme ,  a  Rhapfody  of  bold  Pro- 
mifes,  incoherent  (and  fandy)  Matter, 
mask’d  under  the  fulfome  Pretext  of  fol¬ 
lowing  a  Philofophy,  I  am  well  apprized, 
the  Scribbler  has  never  enter’d  the  Thre- 
{hold  of. 

The  Publick  may  here  expeCt  I  mould 
defeend  to  Particulars  they  have  never 
been  told  of  5  fo  I  could  ;  but  my  Affair 
at  prefent  is,  an  Appeal  to  the  World 
how  fairly  I  have  dealt  with  them  in  the 
Publications  I  have  made ;  and  whether 
1  am  under  the  Incapacity  fome  vile  de-

figning  Empiricks  (  for  fo  I  mud  call  fuch 
of  my  Adverfaries,  as  I  have  hitherto 
fpurn’d,  who  have  never  been  dignified 
with  the  Cap)  have  branded  all  their  Fel- 
low-Advertifers  ’with,  for  the  fake  of 
Grift.  ^  ^ 

I  think  it  will  be  needlefs  to  let  the 
World  into  the  Secret  of  the  Manner  of 
Infedion ;  this  would  be  to  trifle  like 
the  Scheme-maker ;  who,  in  his  Pamphlet, 
pretends  to  clinch  that  Nail ,  which  othert 
had  but  touch'd .  My  Defign  is  to  relate 
Fads  I  am  well  allured  of,  confirm’d  with 
Truth,  ripen'd  by  Experience  into  a  cer¬ 
tain  Method ,  which  I  am  fure  is  far  from 
fmelling  of  the  Quack.  I  need  no  Atte¬ 
station  to  what  1  fliall  advance,  nor  is  it 
neceftary  to  court  any  Chajnberlen  for  what 
I  affirm  ,*  nor  do  I  think  it  reafonable, 
any  Gentleman  of  a  Faculty  fhould  pro- 
ftitute  his  Name  to  my  Account,*  nor  do 
I  defign  to  work  by  Collufion  :  No  Sirs, 

I  know  no  Ncceffity  I  am  under  for  fuch 
Craft. 

As  foon  then  as  a  Perfon  has  convers’d 
with  any  one  Infeded,  they  commence 
a!fo  Unfortunate;  the  Infedion  being 
Local,  the  Part  of  Contad  is  the  Seat  ,

But  how  feldom  this  happens  in  our 
Ifle,'  I  leave  it  to  any  indifferently  skill’d 
to  pronounce  for  me. 

The  Combatants  untainted  fuffer  by 
the  Fridtion ;  the  Torch  is  kindled  at  the 
Fire,  which  cofts  muft  Pains  to  extin¬ 
guish 

If  the  Vagina  is  infedted  with  Ulcers^ 
their  Linnen  muft  be  ftain’d  Grcenifh  or 
Yellowilh;  and  they  fcarce  can  bear  the 
Coition  without  a  wry  Brow;  as  for  the. 
Males,  they  alfo  are  eafily  difeover’d,  if 
warily  ey’d ;  and  ’twould  be  amazing  to 
me,  to  find  fo  many  fad  Examples,  if 
Paffion  did  not  blind  our  Confcience  and 
our  Reafon.  I  cou'd  give  Infiances  how 
to  di ft  over  any  Degree  of  Infection,  and 
confequently  how  to  guard  Mortals 
from  it;  Nay,  how  to  know  whether 
Artifice  were  not  ufed ,  to  patch  up  a  Mi- 
firis  for  the  Battle ;  and  I  do  promife  it 
to  my  Patients,  but  think  not  fit  to  pub- 
iifh  it  here.  I  ihall  in  Ihort  give  a  De-

fcription  how  a  Patient  may  know  his 
Degree  of  InfcCtion,  and  how  reafonable 
it  may  be  for  him  to  make  a  ferious  Ap¬ 
plication  in  Seafon. 

A  Clap  is  difcover’d  from  the  following 
Signs  ;  a  Pain  and  Scalding  whilft  they 
make  Water ;  Matter  of  various  Colours 
runs  out  continually ;  there  is  a  Pain  up¬ 
on  fqueezing  the  Part ;  there’s  an  ErcCtion 
cjften  in  a  Day;  Ulcers  in  the  Urethra ; 
the  Penis  fwells,  is  crooked  efpecially 
upon  EreCtions  they  cannot  ftand  clofe 
with  their  Thighs,  bccaufc  of  the  Pain 
of  the  Penis-,-  Ulcers  often  feize  on  the 
Gians  or  Prepuce ;  all  thefe  Symptoms' 
are  Attendujits  upon  an  infectious  Copu¬ 
lation:  But  whether  this  Matter  InfcCting 
be  an  Acid  or  an  Aleak,  I  think  is  fcarce 
worth  while  to  enquire  into,  much  left  P 
it  to  the  Purpofe  to  affirm  with  the  Garway 
Scheme-Maker ,  Mr.  Tanner,  that  an  Alcali 
has  changed  its  Nature  into  Acid ,  which 
is  a  Leap  Principles  (if  he  thinks  them 
fuch  )  never  take,  and  a  Piece  of  Philo- 
fophy,  which  is  neither  new  nor  old,  and 
confequently  not  learnt  Abroad  nor  at 
Home :  I  look  upon  this  Quality  to  be 
Acrimonious ,  bccaufc  we  do  indeed  find 
many  convincing  Proofs  of  it ;  but  to 

what 


what  Specie s  of  Acrimony  Yis  refcrrlble^ 
1  can  tell  this  Divine  \ is  not  his  Province 
to  enquire  into ;  nor  is  it  known,  but 
from  iomc  Confequences,  which  are  beft 
judged  of,  from  an  Experience  he  is  not 
Mafter  of 

When  the  Infected  has  fat  patiently 
down  under  his  Misfortune  for  fome  time, 
which  they  often  do,  if  their  Scalding  of 
Urine  or  Dyfury  be  moderate  ;  the  In¬ 
fection  deals  upon  them,  and  produces 
other  Symptoms  about  the  Parts  firft 
charged  with  the  venomous  Particles;  fo 
that  now  not  only  the  Urethra ,  the  Gians , 
the  Prepuce ,  and  the  Penis ^  are  affc&ed/ 
but  alfo  the  Proflate  Glands,  the  Galius 
Gallinaceus ,  the  Tejltcles ,  the  preparing 
Vejjels ,  the  Groin ,  and  the  Anus,  begin  to 
fuffer  by  their  Proximity  or  Nearnefs,  as 
will  appear  anon;  For  how  otherwife 
happens  it,  that  the  Patients  by  a  fupine 
Neglcft  fometimes  never  recover  from  a 
Gleet  all  their  Lives  after  ?  1  have  endea¬ 
vour’d  in  vain  to  cure  Gleets  of  20  Years 
(landing,  which  I  am  now  wifer  than  to 
attempt  when  I  have  examin’d  them,  as 
Experience  has  taught  me  to  do;  and  know 
them  by  a  certain  Rule  I  have,  to  didin- 
guilh,  whether  they  are  really  incurable ; 


which  however,  in  others,  I  can  cure,  tho1 
of  any  Date. 

A  Phymofis  and  Paraphymofis ,  are  Sym¬ 
ptoms  on  the  Prepuce ;  in  the  firft,  the 
Fore-Skin  is  fo  tumid,  that  it  won't  be 
brought  behind  the  Nut;  in  the  latter, 
it  can’t  be  brought  forwards  to  cover  the 
Nut ;  they  are  moftly  watery  Tumours, 
and  call’d  Cryjiallines,  tho'  I  have  feen 
them  of  another  Species,  and  inclinable 
to  a  Scirrhm ,  particularly  by  Mismanage¬ 
ment. 

I  think  no  one  need  be  told,  that  the 
T ’flicks  are  fwell’d ;  but  for  their  Inflam¬ 
mation  we  know  it  by  a  Tumour  there, 
and  a  throbbing  Pain,  daily  increafing  till 
it  turns  into  an  Impofthumc  ( if  the  Pa¬ 
tient  be  foolifh  and  wilful.) 

The  Anus  is  often  befet  with  Warts 
or  other  Scirrhous  or  Cancerous  Tu¬ 
mours,  as  well  as  the  Gians  is  with 
Shankers ,  and  which  are  equally  trouble- 
fonie  and  dangerous. 

The  Groin  is  attack’d  with  Buboes ,’ 
which  are  a  Critical  Tumour  and  Inflam¬ 
mation,  which  tends  often,  or  ought  fo 
to  do, to  an  Abfcefs,  and  by  breaking,  car¬ 
ries  off  Part  of  the  Venom  out  of  the 
Body,  and  fometimes  the  Whole,  if  art¬ 
fully  managed.  JVe 


We  have  feen  the  Patients  troubled 
with  the  Hernia  Varico[a ,  where  the  Vef- 
fels  are  crowded  with  Humours,  and  their 
Subftance  is  thicken’d  and  harden’d  fome- 
times  fo  much,  that  there  is  no  poilibility 
of  reducing  them  to  their  ufual  fize  by 
the  niceft  Management >  for  they  will,  all 
their  Life  after,  have  thefe  Vcifels  more 
turgid  than  ufual. 

Affoon  as  the  Venom  has  left  the  Se¬ 
cret  Parts,  and  is  lick’d  up  into  the  BLood- 
Veffels,  then  it  Circulates  along  with  the 
Blood  into  all  the  Parts  of  the  Body,  and 
produces  every  Symptom  producible  by 
a  vitiated  Blood,  fuch  are  Pains,  Puftules, 
Ulcers,  Itchings,  Tetters,  &c.  for  4s  the 
Acrimony,  the  Blood  is  tainted  withal], 
makes  the  Globules  of  a  fize,  which  do  not, 
in  circulating,  yield  as  it  ought  to  do, 
for  want  of  a  due  Rlafticity,  they  are  apt 
to  flick  clofe  to  the  little  Arteries  or  Fi¬ 
bres,  which  they  cannot  pafs  thro' ;  and 
thus,  according  to  their  degree  of  Acri¬ 
mony,  they  either  give  us  troublefome 
Senfations,  which  are  often,  in  the  begin¬ 
ning,  not  Lifting  ;  or  at  other  times  they 
are  deeply  engaged  in  the  Capillaries,  and 
die  Blood  being  very  much  tainted  of 
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charged  with  Salts,  Ulcers  and  fuch  Sym¬ 
ptoms  are  produced. 

At  laft,  when  the  Venom  has  been  a 
long  Sojourner  in  the  Fluids,  it  begins  to 
affedt  the  Solids,  and  particularly  the 
Nerves  and  Bones .  This  is  a  difmal 
Scene  indeed,  and  many  a  Bill  of  Mor¬ 
tality  is  hid  under  the  Name  of  a  gentle 
Decay,  and  a  Confumption,  which  had 
its  Beginning  in  the  Stews.  Now  Con¬ 
vulsions ,  Confutations ,  P  allies ,  Apoplexies , 
then  Nodes,  Caries,  Spin &  VentoU ,  the  Fal¬ 
ling  of  the  Os  Palati ,  and  the  Nofe,  and 
fuch  melancholy  Scenes  are  carried  on  $ 
and  why  all  thefe  and  more,  but  becaufc 
now  we  are  crufh’d  with  the  Quantity  of 
the  Poifon,  as  well  as  the  Quality  ot  it? 
for  there  is  as  much  difference  between 
this  laft  Stage  and  the  firft,  as  there  is  be¬ 
tween  the  Etfedts  of  a  Pound  of  diluted 
Aqua-fortis ,  and  two  Pounds  of  the  moft 
concentred  Spirit  of  this  fame  Acid,  where 
the  firft  may  even  be  brought  down  to 
a  degree  of  being  fwallowd,  whereas  the 
latter  deftroys  in  a  fmall  Quantity:  I 
fay  not  this  to  declare  my  Sentiments  on 
the  Species  of  Acrimony,  but  on  the  dif¬ 
ference  of  Quantity  and  Quality.  To 
fet  about  to  explain  to  my  Header,  the 
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manner  how  thofe  Accidents  come  on, 
would  be  perhaps  to  talk  like  a  Scholar 
more  than  a  Practitioner  >  but  my  Aim  is 
rather  to  be  accounted  the  latter,  and  I 
cannot  tell  whether  any*  one  who  follows 
this  Bufinefs,  has  better  Pretenfions  to  it 
than  myfelf,  becaufe  the  Numbers  I  have 
had  under  my  Care,  have  made  me  en¬ 
deavour  at  proper  Methods  to  relieve 
them  and  fupport  myfelf,  and  I  thank 
God  I  have  effeded  Both :  I  am  fure  then 3 
I  have  no  occafion ,  like  Scheme-Maker, 
in  his  Directions ,  to  defire  any  to  draw  up 
an  Advert ifement^  and  fay  unknown  to 
the  Author ,  and  they  foall  be  refunded  the 
Price  of  the  Advert  ifement,  and  foall  have 
a  Guinea  given  for  a  Pair  of  Gloves  for  fo 
doing ,  becaufe  this  is  an  Effrontery  not 
to  be  equalled :  For  what  poor  Wretch 
having  bought  a  dear  Remedy,  would 
riot  be  glad  to  be  refunded  his  loft  Money 
at  any  rate  ?  And  this  is  the  Reafon  why 
fo  many  Certificates  appear  in  favour  (  as 
one  would  imagine)  of  the  Specifich 
Remedy ,  when  iji  Truth  they  are  only 
Claims  put  in,  to  recover  their  Money  funk 
in  an  ufelefs  Remedy,  fo  that  thele  Poor 
Mifcreants  (for  fuch  thefe  Claimants  ge¬ 
nerally  are)  are  repaid  foxHufo -Money  and 
’  '  '  '  C  2  grofs.

grofs  Impositions :  Nay,  we  have  known 
it  advertifed,  that  fuch  an  one  (  who  had 
been  as  dead  as  Julius  C<tfar  for  above 
half  a  Year  before)  was  recover'd  by,  &c. 
Popular  anilt  Decipi ,  Decipiatur. 

But  the  Readers  will  be  pleas’d  to  find 
here  in  the  following  Chapter,  mod 
of  the  Symptoms  in  fuch  Order  as  they 
invade  them,  that  they  may  at  one  View 
know  their  Condition,  and  apply  fieri- 
oully  for  their  Recovery. 

CHAP.  II. 

Of  the  Symptoms . 

FIRST  then,  A  Clap  or  Gonorrhoea 
Virulent  a ,  which  the  French  call 
Chaude-piffe ,  has  generally  the  vaft  Heat 
of  Urine  attending  it:  I  need  not  tell 
my  Reader,  that  Ulcers  in  the  whole  Paf- 
fage  fomctimes  cannot  bear  the  fharp 
Urine  gliding  over  it,  and  grating  it,  and 
therefore  till  thcfc  Ulcers  are  fome  way 
bcnumm’d  or  cur’d, we  find  this  Symptom 
fieldom  ceafcs  entirely. 

Shanlcers  are  hard  and  callous  Ulcers  on 
the  Gians ,  or  Prepuce ,  or  both ;  which  are 
fometimes  fo  large  as  to  equal  a  Chefinur, 
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and  give  the  Operator  and  Patient  much 
Trouble,  for  that  theymuft  fometimebe 
even  cut  away ;  I  lhall  not  fay  more  here, 
only  referr  you  to  what  I  {hall  fay  below 
on  them. 

Bubo's. they  are  Inflammations  on  the 
Groin ;  tis  a  fort  of  an  After-game,  and 
a  piece  of  Good-luck  5  for  'tis  much  better 
this  Part  Ihould  be  feiz’d  than  the  Internal 
ones,  becaufe  by  Impoftumating  the  Hu¬ 
mour  is  in  great  Meafure  thrown  out 
this  way,  which  it  could  not,  if  it  feiz’d 
on  the  Vifcera, 

Infiam  d  T’e flicks ;  all  Tumours  are 
raifed,  becaufe  more  is  brought  to  a  Part 
than  can  be  reconvey’d,  and  therefore 
when  I  name  an  Inflammation,  I  fuppofe 
fome  fort  of  Obftru&ion ;  and  if  any  one 
throws  into  a  Difir  affile  Syphon  a  quantity 
of  Liquor  by  a  Syringe,  you  will  fee  it 
rife  and  fettle ;  Why  fwells  it,but  becaufe 
the  Part  is  drawn  up  by  the  quantity  not 
paffing  on  haftily  enougn  ?  And  why  fet¬ 
tles  it,  but  becaufe  now  it  paffes  freely  on? 

Cas uncles  are  known  by  pilling  in  a 
Rouble  Stream,  or  an  Obftru&ion  of  ma- 
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king  Water they  arc  flefliy  Excrefcences 
in  the  Urethra  (I  have fometimes known 
them  at  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  and  this 
is  dangerous)  arifing  from  the  ulcerated 
Parts  turning  Fungous ,  and  at  laft  this 
Fungus  (from  a  peculiar  Acrimony  in 
the  Humours)  becomes  even  Scirihous  or 
Cancerous. 

Stranguries  are  occafion’d  by  the  Salts 
pfthe  Urine  pricking  the  ulcerated  Parts, 
hnd  thus  corrugating  them,  and  exafpc- 
rating  them  5  and  as  a  lliarp  Inftrument 
fails  not  to  gall  and  irritate  the  Part  ’tis 
fixt  in ;  this  Humour,  in  like  manner, ac* 
cording  to  its  Figure  and  Durity,  fixes  in 
fome  Corner  of  the  ulcerated  Part,  and 
there  a  alls  till  it  is  obtunded  by  the  Mucus 
fpew’d  out  of  the  Glands  ol  the  Urinary 
Paffage.  Dyfuries  and  Stranguries  differ 
by  Degrees  only,  but  both  are  a  Sharpncfs 
and  Heat  of  Urine. 

NoCfurnal  Pains  arife  from  the  Heat  of 
the  Bed,  which  occalions  a  brisker  Mo¬ 
tion  of  the  Fluids  around  the  Body,  and 
particularly  on  the  Surface ;  if  the  Salts 
(which  by  this  Heat  are  melted)  be  gentle, 
then  fuch  only  feel  aTingling  andUneafi- 
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nefs  on  the  Surface  of  the  Skin;  but  if 
they  are  very  Sharp  and  Corrofive,  inftead 
of  Tingling,  they  Pinch  us  prodigiouflv. 
and  bring  on  Pains. 

Erofions  oftheBones  of  the?  aims ;  when 
the  Humours  have  been  buffer’d  to  lodge 
for  a  long  fpace  of  time,  without  due 
Care,  what  Wonder  if  they  Corrode  the 
Parts  ?  for  as  this  Ferment  is  of  fuch  a  Na¬ 
ture,  as  every  Day  to  grow  more  Corro- 
live  than  other,  we  muft  naturally  con¬ 
duce*  the  longer  it  lodges  on  any  Part, 
the  more  Mifchief  it  does  j  why  then 

fiiould  we  wonder  at  fuch  a  Disfigura¬ 
tion?  ~  - 

Nodes  are  hard  Turnouts  on  the  Bones  * 
however,  there  are  degrees  of  them  for 
when  they  begin,  they  are  foftilh,  and 
are  then  term’d  Gummas ;  and,  in  the 
Head,  Taipei's  or  Topinaria's ;  but  when 
confirm’d,  they  are  Nodes  and  Exoftofes  j 
they  arife  from  the  Lodgment  of  Hu¬ 
mours  on  the  Bones  or  near  them,  be- 
caufe  fome  of  thefe  Tumours  feem  at 
hrft  to  be  Cyfticaf  and  others  feem  to, 
and  really  do,  grow  on  the  Bones. 

:  -  '  Phy- 
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Phymofis ,  Parapbytnofis ;  I  have  already 
taken  Notice,  that  thefc  arc  Faults  on  the 
Prepuce ,  and  if  the  Patient’s  Penis  is  fo 
fram’d,  as  always  to  be  cover'd  or  unco¬ 
ver’d,  thcfe  Accidents  fcize  them,  for  the 
Symptom  is  but  a  Tumour  diverfify’d  by 
this  Stru&ure. 


Cor  dee ,  is  a  French  Word,  fignifying  a 
String  or  Cord ;  and  this  which  they  call 
Chaude-piffe  Cor  dee ,  is  a  Clap  with  an  In¬ 
flammation  on  the  Penis ;  but  we  never 
take  it  in  any  other  Senfe,  than  when  the 
Freeman  is  drawn  downwards,  and  the 
Erection,  which  is  Troublefome  at  this 
time,  Cords  the  Penis  around,  and  on 
the  fide  of  the  Freeman ,  *  with  exquifite 
Pain  ;  fo  that  as  Erection  is  unavoidable, 
from  numerous  Caufes  and  Irritations, 
therefore  is  alfo  the  Pain  following  it. 


Scabs  or  Blotches  ;  thefe  Eruptions  come 
about  from  theHumoursftopt  iomewhere ; 
and  as  an  Acrimony  may  be  wrapt  up  in 
grofs  Particles,  fo  this  Vifcidity  occafions 
an  Impediment  to  the  Circulation  in  the 
fmall  Vefiels  (which  we  call  Capillaries ) 
when  they  have  refted  here  fome  time, 
then  their  Acrimony  begins  to  exert  itfelt, 

and 
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and  gradually  inflames,  throbs,  and  at 
laft  throws  itfelf  into  the  Surface  of  the 
Skin,  in  Blotches  and  Scabs* 

Vi  for  den  from  the  Blood ,  and  nervous 
Viforders ;  when  the  Venom  has  deferted 
the  Genitalia ,  it  creeps  gradually  and 
infenfibly  into  our  Veffels,  and  then  cor¬ 
rupts  all  our  Juices,  and  changes  them 
into  Cauftical  ones  $  and  as  the  Blood  foon 
corrupts  the  Spirits,  fo  bad  Blood  foon 
hurries  on  bad  Spirits ;  therefore  when 
the  Blood  is  tainted,  Crowds  of  Difeafes 
attend  a  Patient  thus  unfortunate,  and 
they  every  Day  more  than  other  begin  to 
look  Pale  and  grow  Lean,  becaufe  Nu¬ 
trition  is  not  rightly  perform’d  5  for  how 
ihou’d  a  Body  be  nourifh’d  with  Particles 
fo  ben-edgd  ?  How  can  they  be  applyYi 
with  Advantage,  when  they  are  utter 
Enemies  to  it  ?  How  can  they  grow  with¬ 
out  Lodging  there  firmly?  and  if  they 
do  lodge,  inftead  of  nourilhing,  they 
pare  them  off,  and  even  grate  the  very 
Bowels  unmercifully.  Thus  Difeafes 
grfcwup  inftead  of  Nutriment,  and  at  laft, 
jam  feges  eft  ubi  Troja  fuit ;  nothing  but 
Definition  and  Death  attend  them:  I 
ilirink  at  the  Thoughts  of  the  innume- 
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rabicDifafters  fpringing  up  from  the  Blood 
tainted  ;  but  when  I  conlidcr  the  Venom 
deeper  funk,  and  into  the  Nerves,  I  am 
yet  more  in  Concern  for  fuch  Negledts,* 
nay,  andlmufthere  acquaint  my  Reader 
that  ’tis  not  the  poor  Patients  are  always 
only  to  be  blam’d  for  thefe  difaftrous 
Cafes ;  for  I  have  known  many  who  have 
run  the  Gauntlet  of  Phyfick  under  Igno¬ 
rant  Hands,  who  have  locked  the  Door, 
and  have  fuffer’d  the  Thief  to  ravage 
within  ;  or  even  have  fometimes  over¬ 
done  the  Matter,  and  ignorantly  thrown 
their  Patients  into  Nervous  Diftempers. 

Lafllj ,  I  mull  obferve  to  you,  that  tho’ 
thefe  are  the  Common  Symptoms,  yet  they 
are  far  frombeingthe  Complement,  fince 
Defluxions  on  the  Throat,Coughs,  Night- 
fweats,LalTitudcs,  Pains  of  the  Back,Lean- 
nefs,  Confumptions,  Fifluresany  where. 
Falling  off  of  the  Nails,  Cruftinefs  on  the 
Skin,  Polypus's,  Piles,  a  cancerous  Thrulh, 
Tetters  on  the  Privities,  Melancholies, 
Madneffes ;  the  Alopecia  or  Falling  off  of 
the  Hair,  Ficus,  Condylomata,  Marifc <z  on 
the  Anus  and  its  Verge ;  nay,  we  have 
leen  fome  Hypochondriacal,  others  Phre- 
netick,  we  have  often  obferv’d  Hctticks3 
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Vertigo's ,  Dropfies,  Deafnefs,  Blindnefs, 
Palfies,  Epilepfies ,  all  forts  of  Breakings 
out,  Dyfenteries ,  Fluxes,  Diabetes ;  and  in 
Ihort  there  is  hardly  any  Diftemper, which 
this  malignant  and  acrimonious  Humour 
does  not  bring  on  >  and  the  Reafon  I 
think  is  pretty  plain,  becaufe  all  thefe  Di- 
ftempers  are  only  fome  Share  or  Parcel  of 
this  Humour,  fixt  on  fome  one  or  more 
of  the  Vifcera  or  Parts,  which  fettling 
there,  frets  and  exafperates  the  Parenchyma 
of  the  Part  feized,  and  either  raifes  Exul¬ 
cerations,  Evacuations,  Commotions, Tu¬ 
mours,  Eruptions,  Caries ,  and  many  fuch 
Diforders ;  or  its  Tenacity  blocks  up  the 
Paffages,  and  then  it  raifes  all  Diforders 
which  take  their  Rife  from  Obftru&ions  ; 
and  then  the  Parts  are  not  irradiated  by 
the  Spirits,  and  then  follow  Fallings  off 
of  the  Hair,  Palfies,  Gutta  Serena's ,  and 
thoufands  of  other  Diftempers,  which  I 
neither  am  at  Leifure  to  nominate,  nor 
cou’d  they  be  comprehended  within  a 
moderate  Compafs,  Mills  inodis  morimur » 
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CHAP.  III. 


Of  the  Prognoflicks. 


HAT  fuch  whofe  Hands  this  little 


i  Pamphlet  may  fall  into,  may  con¬ 
ceive  their  Diforder  fomewhat  more  rea- 
•  dily,  I  (hall  annex  fome  fhort  Progno- 
fticks  on  their  Condition. 

As  to  fuch  who  are  feiz’d  with  the  va» 
rious  Symptoms  of  a  Gonorrhoea ,  or  other 
Difordcrs  about  the  Genitals ;  unlefs  their 
Blood  have  been  violently,  tainted  before 
with  Sharp  Humours  ;  if  the  Diforder  be 
frefh  and  newly  received,  they  recover 
with  good  Management  very  readily; 
and  I  cannot  but  be  furprized  to  meet 
with  fo  many  in  this  City,  who  have  la¬ 
bour’d  under  common  Symptoms,  eafily 
to  be  remedied ;  and  yet  fuch  have  been 
their  Misfortune,  that  they  have  ftalk’d 
{hr o’  fome  Courfes  of  Phyfick,  they  have 
taken  Pills ,  Bolus's  and  Elefluarys,  Elixirs, 
Specifiers ,  and  the  Lord  knows  what,  to 
no  manner  of  purpofe,  but  to  flounder 
{hem  deeper  in  the  Mud ;  and  in  fhort, 
they  have  by  thefe  promiling  Medicines, 
been  feemingly  cured  of  their  Clapy  and 
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have  barter’d  it  for  a  Pox.  This  I  fpeak 
upon  Experience;  and  I  muft  frankly 
own,  I  know  not  how  it  fhould  fall  out 
otherwife,  if  we  fpeak  of  fuch  Medicines 
as  are  commonly  difpofed  of  at  Toy !lwpr  ■ 
becaufe  the  Patient  is  given  to  Underftand 
his  Gale  by  a  falfe Glimmer,  he  proceeds 
by  ftated  Directions,  the  Boot  is  ready 
made ,  and  it  muft  fit  every  Man's  Leg  ; 
now  how  Ridiculous  this  Procedure  is, 
will  be  evident  upon  taking  a  View  of 
one  Cafe  I  fhall  remark  :  Some  People 
will  have  Shankers  in  a  confirm’d  Pox, 
and  which  the  common  Methods  of  Tur¬ 
pentine  and  Mercury  mention’d  by  Dodtor 
Cockburn ,  will  relieve  indeed,  but  your 
Cafe  becomes  Defperate  thereby ;  for  the 
common  Operator  ( I  talk  not  of  Artiils  ) 
will  glory  of  a  Vidtory,  when  his  Ene¬ 
my  has  retreated  ;  whereas  in  Truth  his 
Difappearance  is  for  no  other  End  but  to 
proceed  by  Sip,  and  Undermine  the 
Foundation ;  for  the  Blood  being  charg’d 
with  a  large  flock  of  Sharp  and  Corroding 
Humours,  enters  the  Bones,  and  lurks  m 
them,  and  either  produces  Caries ,  Spins 
Vi onto 'if,  or  Nodes:  and  then  to  their Coftj 
they  take  hafly  Mealures,  and  come  to 
the  Grand  Cure  ;  However,  if  it  be  an 
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«ld  Gonorrhoea ,  or  the  Blood  be  much 
tainted,  (  as  it  is  in  fome  Scorbutick  Per- 
fons)  then  indeed  more  than  ordinary 
Care  is  required,  and  the  Patient  muft  be 
narrowly  look’d  after,  and  the  Cure 
varies  according  to  the  Degree  ;  which 
it  is  impoflible  to  deferibe,  and  asimpol- 
fible  to  be  relieved  by  Medicines  prepa¬ 
red  by  Bopeep  D  oft  or  s,  who  never  ap¬ 
pear,  nor  are  Solicitous  about  the  Mat¬ 
ter,  fo  long  as  their  Specificks  fell  well; 
and  who,  if  they  did  appear,  know  no- 
■  thing  of  the  Cafe,  unlefs  perhaps  what  is 
in  their  Pamphlets,  which  they  have  rifled 
Blegny,  Cockburn ,  or  fome  Writer  or 
Pamphleteer  for ;  fuch  arc  the  Reverfe  of 
what  is  requir’d,  for  inftead  of  knowing 
more  than  their  Writings  contain,  they 
know  lefs,  and  even  nothing  of  the  Mat¬ 
ter  and  therefore  lie  conceal’d  ;  fuch  Pa¬ 
tients  then  muft  appear  at  the  Bar,  muft 
take  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon  as  Judges  in 
the  Cafe,  muft  by  their  Affiftance  prove 
the  Degree  of  Damages,  and  the  Aftailant 
muft  be  oblig’d  to  quitCofts ;  in  lhort,they 
muft  apply  to  their  Deliverer  ferioully, 
and  muft  follow  his  Directions  obfequi- 
oufly. 

If 
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If  the  firft  Degree  of  this  Venom  re¬ 
quires  fuch  an  exquifite  Care,  what  muft 
the  more  rooted  Degrees  of  it  demand  ? 
Surely  double  and  treble.  I  don’t  know 
that  the  Husbandman  wou’d  truft  his 
Brutes  to  the  Hazard  of  a  Receipt,  but 
the  Experienc'd  Cow-Do&or  muft  be 
call’d  in  to  remedy  the  Difeafe ;  and 
how  it  comes  that  we  truft  to  thofe  Toy- 
ihop  Medicafters,  who  pretend  to  Receipts 
only  (as many  there  be  in  this  City)  is 
amazing!  I  muft  then  obferve  to  you 
that  if  in  this  degree  the  Excretory  Du<fts 
of  the  Proftatte  (or  Glands  in  the  Urinary 
Pafiage  which  fpew  out  upon  Occafion, 
a  glutinous,  coiourlefs  Subftance)  are 
Eroded  or  Eaten  away  by  the  Acrimony 
of  the  Humours;  or  aifo,  jf  farther,  the 
Mouths  of  the  Veficulx  Seminales  (or  Ion" 
Tortuous  Membranes  which  hold  the 
true  Seed )  are  gnawn  by  this  fame  Hu¬ 
mour;  then  there  remains  a  perpetual 
Flux,  and  fometimes  ’tis  fo  large  as  to 
evacuate  large  Quantities,  and  emaciate 
the  Patient,  and  brings  on  the  Taber  Dor - 
fulis ,  and  kills  them.  However  we 
know  not  how  to  remedy  thefe  Evils 
and  therefore  they  lead  an  uncomfortable 
Life,  becaufe  they  are  incurable;  we 
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have  Teen  fuch  a  Cafe  in  the  Difleaion 
of  an  executed  Perfon :  In  the  fame  man¬ 
ner  is  it  with  Women  whofe  Lacuna  are 
eroded  ■,  for  then  whatever  Jchor  arrives 
at  their  Mouths,  is  thrown  out,  and  this 
cannot  be  remedied,  as  we  have  known 
fomc  who  have  undergone  feveral  Saliva¬ 
tions  for  this  purpofe,  without  any  Ad¬ 
vantage  j  and  if  the  Undertaker  had  been 
skilful  or  boneft,  there  wou’d  have  been 
no  need  to  have  treated  thefc  unhappy 
Mortals  fo  roughly,  fince  the  Diforder 
was  Local,  and  if  Application  wou’d  not 

fucceed,  nothing  wou  d.  • 

SomeSymptoms  indeed  are  wholfome  ; 
fo  a  Bubo  appearing,  if  it  fuppurate,  the 
Venom  is  eradicated,  and  the  Patient 
recovers  with  little  ado;  nay,  and  fome 
times  a  Gonorrhoea  runs  off  in  warmer 
Climes,  but  feldom  or  never  with  us  in 
thefe  cold  Climates. 

Where  the  Blood  is  tainted,  more  Care 
is  to  be  taken  of  this  Leaven ;  for  if  neg¬ 
lected,  the  Difeafe  grows  apace,  and  en¬ 
ters  the  folid  Parts,  and  deltroys  us ; 
Hence  due  Regard  had  to  the  Taint  (of 
what  Species  cannot  be  determin’d,  but 
by  Sight  of  the  Patient,  by  proper  and, 
Specified  Remedies ,  the  Humour  is  either 
'  '  v  corrected 
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corre&ed,  or  elfe  thrown  off  by  proper 
Emunffories,  and  the  Patient  may  be  re¬ 
lieved  in  a  Month’s  time  with  Safety,  Pri¬ 
vacy  and  Pleafure. 

Where  the  laft  Degree  is,  then  any  one, 
the  leaft  skill’d,  may  know  the  Fate  of 
thefe  Unfortunates ;  for  what  Trouble 
attends  not  rotten  Bones,  fome  of  which 
are  Curable,  others  not  at  all  ?  For  fuch, 
which  are  hollow,  and  contain  a  Medul¬ 
lar  Subftance,  will,  with  Time  and  Care, 
exfoliate  and  be  cured  ;  but  if  tire  porous 
Bones  are  tainted  ( unjcfs  very  fuperfici- 
ally  fo)  fuch  as  the  Rotula ,  the  Patella ,  the 
Articulations ,  the  Os  Calcaneum ,  and  thofe 
Spungy  Bones  there-abouts,  the  Skull, 
and  in  fhort  fuch  Bones  as  are  Cellular ; 
How  can  we  remedy  them  ? 

No,  ye  Unfortunate,  deceive  not  your 
felves  with  vain  and  promifing  Airs,  the 
Operators  flatter  ye  with ;  all  this  is  Gri¬ 
mace,  and  poor  Policy,  levell’d  at  enrich¬ 
ing  themfelves  with  your  Spoil ;  but  if 
you  applied  in  Rags  to  them,  their  true 
judgment  (  if  they  have  any)  wou’d  ap. 
pear. 


CHAP.

CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  Cure. 

IT  would  be  in  vain  to  fplit  this  Difeafe 
into  fo  many  trifling  Divifions,  and 
thus  to  make  the  Cure  of  it  appear  intri¬ 
cate;  for  in  Truth,  the  Parts  are  only 
affected  around  the  Genitals,  orthejuices 
and  the  Solids  are  alfo  tainted;  fo  that 
whoever  confiders  what  I  have  faid,  will 
foon  be  Mafter  of  the  Methods. 

When  it  feizes  in  the  form  of  a  Go  nor- 
rhooa,  the  Methods  of  Cure  are  the  follow¬ 
ing;  the  Ulcer  of  the  Urethra  indicates 
Deterfion,  and  Cleanfing ;  when  this  is  fuffi- 
ciently  done,  we  muff  incarn;  or  if  this 
be  lo  k’d  on  as  too  tedious,  we  muft  ci¬ 
catrize  :  but  I  look  upon  it  as  neceffary 
to  be  fomewhat  flow  in  this  laft  Indica¬ 
tion;  and  tho’  this  Caution  has  been 
flighted  by  many  here,  yet  how  many 
Complaints  do  we  daily  meet  with  in 
this  City,  for  want  of  fuch  a  piece  of 
Juftice?  I  can’t  but  acknowledge  there 
are  fhort  Methods  of  Curing,  and  cafier 
than  what  we  ordinarily  find  Jufcd  by 

many 
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many  unskilful  Men ;  but  as  eaeh  Man 
feems  to  glory  in  his  own  Skill  in  this 
Point,  I  believe  it  wou’d  be  in  vain  to 
endeavour  to  perfuade  fome  Men  to  pro¬ 
ceed  in  a  manner  more  Chriftian  than 
they  do :  If  they  wou’d  obey  me,  I  do 
allure  them,  I  wou’d  avoid  all  dangerous 
Proceedings :  I  wou’d  not  with  one  life 
Sublimate  Water  internally,  and  choufe 
the  too  Credulous  out  of  their  Money, 
(for  fo  I  mud  call  felling  a  Pint  of  this 
Water  for  a  Guinea )  and  at  the  fame 
time  endanger  their  Perfons;  for  who 
does  not  know  that  Sublimate  is  rank 
Poifon  ?  I  only  defire  the  Reader  wou’d 
confult  the  moft  learned  Dr.  Mead  on 
Poifons  upon  this  Head,  and  fee  what 
Confequences  attend  the  giving  of  it  in¬ 
ternally;  and  I  believe  I  lhall  terrifie  all 
honeft  Men  from  adminiftring  it,  and 
fuch  as  value  their  Lives  from  taking  it ; 
and  that  what  is  advanced  by  me  here,  is 
not  faid  Gratis ,  or  out  of  Envy,  the  Rea¬ 
der  ftall  be  convinc’d  of,  by  his  Senfes, 
before  I  leave  this  Difcourfe.  Nor  wou’d 
I  with  others  give  Mercurius  Vita,  Green 
Precipitate ,  and  many  more  fuch  dange¬ 
rous  Medicines  daily  too  much  ufed  in 
this  Town;  for  in  Truth,  there  is  aa 
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NecdTity,  that  Perfons  to  be  cured  of 
one  Evil  fhould  be  thrown  headlong  into 
others,  equally  hazardous;  and  there¬ 
fore  1  avoid  (  as  much  as  in  me  lies  )  all 
fuch  Devious  Methods :  Thefe  are  the 
Har(!.i  Methods  ufed  in  Town  ;  and  I 
Ihould  be  forry  that  Men  of  Learning, 
and  fuppofed  Knowledge  fliould  be  found 
Guilty  of  what  1  condemn  ;  I  with  they 
may  not.  for  their  Patients  fakes  as  well 
as.their  own ;  they  muft  expect  the  fatal 
Confequences  which  follow  fuch  Ufage, 
and  which  they  need  not  be  adverti- 
fed  of,  as  knowing  them  as  well  as  my 
fclf. 

It  would  be  too  frivolous  to  tell  the 
World  of  giving  Cathartich ,  luch  as  Ro - 
fin  of  Jalap,  Mercurius  Dulcis ,  PiluU 
CochU ,  Rudii ,  Rujji \  Rofiin  of  Scam- 
?nony,  or  Guaiacum ,  and  fuch  like  ;  it 
would  be  trifling  to  tell  you,  that  Bal- 
fams  of  Capivi ,  Peru ,  of  Chili,  oi  Gilead , 
are  ufcful  to  cleanfe  the  ulcerated  Part, 
or  that  Tindures  made  of  thefe  Rofins  or 
Balfams,  are  much  uled  by  iome  as 
wonderful  Secrets  to  cure  and  choufe  the 
Vulgar  withall ;  I  fhall  not  trouble  my 
Reader  to  delcant  upon  Os  Sepi<e,  Crocus 
Martis  ajlr ingens,  Sal  Martis ,  Saccharnm 

Saturni, 
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Saturni,  Oleum  Mart  is  per  deliquium,  boil'd 
Ti  irpentine ,  fomefafhionable  Jellies^ which 
are  fam’d  for  the  compleating  the  Cure*  ^ 
nor  fhall  I  mention  the  Injections  of  Mer~ 
cunus  Dulcis , with  Mel  Rojctrum  and  Plan - 
tane  Water 5  nor  of  Decoctions  of  Rofes , 
Balauftines ,  Vitriol ,  Saccharum  Saturni , 
nor  fuch  like  ;  becaufe  they  are  to  be  met 
with  in  every  Writer  on  this  Diftemper: 
But  I  fliall  frankly  own  fome  have  been 
modeft,  but  many  more  have  exceeded 
all  Bounds  on  this  Head  ;  I  fliall  for  my 
part  ftudy  to  fay  fo  little  on  this  Point, 
that  may  offend  Modefty,  or  prove  an 
Incentive ,  that  1  hope  I  fliall -have  nothing 
to  anfwer  for,  either  to  a  Superior  Befog, 
or  to  any  Court  of  Judicature ;  and  I 
wifli  feme,  who  otherwife  want  not 
Parts  enough  to  diftinguifli  tbemfelves, 
won  d  avoid  this  Ungentleman,  as  well 
as  Unchriftian  Demeanour.  But  Quo 
femel  eft  imhuta  Recens  fervahit  odorem 
T eft  a  diu . 

As  for  i %  ankers,  I  fliall  not  mention 
how  fome  ufe  Gather eticks ,  in  order  to 
eradicate  them  along  with  the  general 
Methods  to  keep  us  fafe.  I  know  in  Ca¬ 
runcles,  the  common  Methods  are  Era¬ 
dication  by  Cathere  ticks  on  Candles,; 

'  ’  '  Bubo's 
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Bubo'swt  all  know  are  treated  with  Sup¬ 
purative  Pultifes  or  Plaifters,  or  the  Lan¬ 
cet  is  at  laft  made  ufe  of :  We  know  that 
Heat  of  Urine  is  allay’d  by  Mucilages , 
by  Sal  Prunella,  by  Opiates,  and  other 
Methods  of  Cure.  I  need  not  trouble 
my  Reader  to  inculcate  to  him,  that  Cor- 
dees  are  alleviated  by  Anodyne  Fotrn's  or 
Cataplafms :  I  fliall,  I  fay,  lay  afide  all 
thefe  Confiderations,  they  having  been 
canvafted  by  all  Writers  even  to  a  Loath¬ 
ing  :  But  I  fliall  make  the  Reader  obferve, 
that  my  Method  is  eaiie  and  fafe,  quick 
and  certain ;  and  though  I  can  brag  as 
well  as  others  of  my  Elrfduary  and  its 
Salutiferous  Effects ;  becaufe  I  have  try’d 
it  above  thefe  twenty  Years  fuccefsfully; 
vet  I  am  not  altogether  fo  vain  nor  em¬ 
pirical  as  to  tell  the  World  this  Medicine 
does  never  fail ;  only  I  fliall  inform  you 
and  defire  you  to  give  an  attentive  Ear  to 
what  I  am  about  to  fay,  "That  if  I  manage 
this  Ele&uarium  Mirabile  my  [elf,  1  will

fible  for  them  to  recover  truly ;  for  fome 

unfor- 
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unfortunate  Reliques  will  fooner  or  later 
grafp  them  too  clofe  ever  to  be  rid  of 
their  Misfortune,  unlefs  by  a  skilful 
Hand*  I  would  then  have  my  Readers  to 
obferye,  that  what  is  poflible  to  be  done 
by  one  Medicine,  this  Eletfuary  will  ef¬ 
fect  ;  it  evacuates  the  Humours  gently ; 
it  revulfes  from  the  Part  affe&ed,  and 
draws  it  off ;  it  obtunds  the  acrimonious 
Humour ;  it  deftroys  the  Venom  in  Bud, 
and  all  this  with  Eafe  and  Safety.  But 
as  every  one  cries  up  his  own  Secret  and 
Noftrum ,  ’tis  natural  for  them  to  decry 
other  Mens,  and  therefore  has  this  under¬ 
gone  that  Fate  ;  but  how  unjuftly,  ap¬ 
pears,  becaufe  it  has  furviv’d  all  Envy, 
and  will  continue  fo  to  do ;  and  fo  it  is 
with  all  excellent  things:  If  they  are  Good 
nothing  will  fink  their  Credit ;  if  they  are 
Bad ,  nothing  will  make  them  continue. 

In  cafe  the  Venom  hgs  tainted  the 
Blood,  and  begins  to  produce  fuch  Symp¬ 
toms  as  I  have  already  nam'd ;  an  eafy 
Matter  will  not  complete  the  Cure  j  for 
then  we  muft  have  Recourfe  to  more  po¬ 
tent  Remedies,  either  to  e-vacuate  roundly , 
or  to  alter  ftrongly ;  and  even  this  Method 
will  not  anfwer,  without  regard  had  to 

the 
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the  Parts  too  much  injur’d  by  the  Venom 
deep  funk  into  them. 

However,  my  Reader  muft  not  mifap- 
prehend  me  by  faying  we  muft  cure  by 
ftrong  Remedies  ;  for  I  can  underftand  the 
Word  ftrong  in  no  other  Senfe  than  this, 
to  wit,  that  the  Cure  muft  be  propor¬ 
tion’d  to  the  quantity  of  Poifon  in  our 
Veins,  and  Strength  in  our  Patients,  and 
if  the  former  be  in  fuch  a  Quantity  as  can¬ 
not  be  eradicated  without  exhaufting  the 
latter >  who  docs  not  fee  the  Danger? 
However,  even  then,  there  are  certain 
Ways  and  Means  unknown  to  common 
Managers,  to  be  made  ulc  of,  in  order  to 
retrieve  the  Patients,  as  I  may  fay  Invito, 
Minerva ;  which  I  know  myfelf  under  no 
Obligation  to  difeover  ;  only  fuch  as  fall 
into  my  Management,  and  under  my 
Care,  will  experience  even  in  this  Defpe- 
ratc  Cafe,  Safety  and  Comfort,  not  to  be 
met  with  from  many.  Some  will  expert 
me  in  this  Place  to  make  Excurfions,  and 
to  difeourfe  to  them  of  the  Method  of 
Cure  by  D iaphoreticks  ;  I  know  in  Foreign 
Countries,  they  are  very  fond  of  this  Me¬ 
thod  of  Cure;  and  in  the  Indies  from 
whence  we  received  this  venomous  Dif- 
eafe,  they  entirely  depend  on  this  Method ;

nay,  and  even  in  this  Town  Tome  botft 
of  their  Royal  Decod  ions,  or  Diet  Drinks , 
and  order  them  to  be  taken  plentifully, 
and  reSigioufly  coniine  you  toRoaftMeac 
and  dry  Viduals,  and  poor  Fare  at  Night 
and  order  their  Drinks  to  be  1  wallow’d 
down  in  fuch  a  plentiful  Manner,  that 
they  either  evaporate  your  Blood  to  a 
Cinder  and  a  Caput  Mortuum ,  or  at  lea  ft 
endanger  a  Fever  we  hear  of  all  that 
have  the  good  hap  to  efcape,-  but  who 
fink  ?  they  are  perfedly  hufh  in  that. 
Others  believe  it  necefiary  in  thefe  laft 
Extremities,  to  have  recourfe  to  viol  nt 
Vomits,  and  never  think  the  Diffus'd 
can  be  too  roughly  treated  for  the  lake  of 
the  Difeafe ;  Feftina  lente  is  my  Mono, 
I  am  lor  making  no  more  hafte  than  good 
Speed ;  for  ’tis  very  ufual  to  hear  thefe 
Sparks  murder  at  once  the  Difeafe  and  che 
Difeafed ;  I  wou’d  indeed  murder  the 
Difeafe,  and  can  do’t,  but  they  kill  two 
Birds  with  one  Stone. 

I  am  not  a  little  furprized  to  find  fome 
of  Opinion,  that  Salivations  are  little  to 
the  purpofe,  unlefs  rais’d  by  UnSlion , 
and  unlefs  they  fpit  two  or  three  Quarts 
in  a  Day !  Quifque  fenfu  fuo  abundet  ;  I 
fliali  not  endeavour  to  dilpoffefs  thefe 
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Gentlemen  of  the  good  Opinion  they  . 
have  of  themfelves,  for  I  know  no  body 
that  loves  to  be  contraditted  j  but  I  fhall 
only  fay,  I  ad  otherwife,  and  gain  my 
point,  and  if  they  always  do  fo,  I  wim 
them  much  Joy  ;  I  fhou’d  not  fubmit  my- 
felf  to  fuch  a  rude  Management,  neither 
fhall  my  Patients  be  treated  fo  roughly. 
The  Difeafe  does  notvanilh,  nor  is  it  re¬ 
puted  to  do  fo,  unlefs  the  Symptoms  dif- 
appear,  and  whenever  they  do,  for  a  fmall 
fpace  of  time,  we  need  go  no  farther  j 
(what  is  done  over  and  above,  is  at  the 
Expence  of  their  Lives  or  Spirits) ;  for 
what  will  do  this,  will  leave  a  fmall  Re- 
lique  at  mod,  which  may  be  otherwife 
handled  by  a  Perfon  moderately  skill’d  ; 
and  in  this  1  appeal  to  all  fuch  as  pra&ife 

Phyfick  or  Surgery. 

1  don’t  know  that  D iureticb  will  avail 

at  all  in  this  rooted  Degree,  becaufe  they 
are  too  weak  for  the  Difeafe,  and  befides. 
Dr.  Friend  has  lately  obferv'd  in  his  Trea- 
tife  of  Fevers,  that  they  feldom  anfwer 
our  Ends,  faying,  p.  154.  Ita  ut  hodie 
hac  Medicine  pats  qua  ad  urinas  prevo- 
candas  pertinet ,  fit  omnium  maxime  man- 
ca. 

Some 
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Some  I  know  there  are,  that  pretend 
to  evacuate  by  Saliva  for  two  or  three 
Hours  in  a  Day,  and  no  more;  and  thus 
are  for  carrying  off,  by  Degrees,  the  ve¬ 
nomous  Particles  out  of  the  Blood ;  and 
if  fo,  why  may  not  this  be  done  by  To¬ 
bacco  as  well  as  Mercury  ?  For  in  fuch  a 
Cafe  thefe  enter  not  the  Blood  :  But  this 
is  bare  Shuffle  and  Pretence,  and  if  they 
negledt  at  the  fame  time  other  advanta¬ 
geous  Methods,  ’tis  a  Bite  upon  their 
Patients. 

In  fliort,  I  fhall  only  add  this  one  Ob- 
fervation,  which  may  lead  a  skilful  Per- 
fon  through  the  whole  Range  of  the  Dif- 
eafe,  and  it  is  this.  That  in  what  manner 
foever  the  Difeafe  has  been  found  to  be  cri¬ 
tically  carried  off  in  warmer  Countries ,  we 
may  law  fully  conclude  that  Medicines  which 
are  found  by  Experience  to  force  this  fame 
Separation  by  Art ,  will  do  the  fame  Feats ; 
and  as  it  has  been  found  that  the  Indians 
did  it  by  Sweating  (in  the  Sun,  Bagnio’s, 
or  by  any  other  means)  fo  we  find  in 
England  that  Sweating  goes  a  great  way 
to  compleat  the  Work;  as  it  has  been 
found  that  Stools  do  carry  off  this  Di- 
ftemper,  fo  may  we  imitate  and  ape  Na¬ 
ture,  and  order  Catharticks  to  carry  off 
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the  Load ;  after  which,  however  a  te¬ 
dious  Courfe  ought  to  back  this  Method 
in  order  to  correct  the  Relicks,  left  it 
fprout  again.  How  the  Salivation  was 
found  to  cure  this  Difeafe,  is  too  late  an 
Invention  to  be  forgot,  and  therefore  I 
fliall  proceed.  -  '  > 

As  for  the  Symptoms  which  retain  to 
the  feveral  Degrees  of  this  virulent  Dif¬ 
eafe  it  behoves  a  Phyfician  to  follow  the 
eaficft  and  fur  eft  Methods  to  root  then? 
foon  out  ;  and  as  l  have  acquired  by  Ex¬ 
perience  feveral  fhort  Methods  to  effect 
this,  I  lhall  give  my  Reader  to  under- 
ftand  their  Names  and  Ufesj  and  I  lhall 
leave  it  to  the  Patient  to  let  the  World 
know,  how  truly  they  are  Nojirums  and 
Specificks  in  their  kind. 

’E’etfnariim  Miralile  ■,  or,  the  Admira¬ 
ble  bleftimry.  1  have  already  ftoke  of 
the  Venues  of  this  Eletftuary ;  and  as  too 
much  cannot  be  laid  in  its  Praife,  the 
Reader  mull  excufe  a  little  Exci  rfion  on 
a  favourite  Medicine ;  Favourite,  bccaufe 
1  admire  its  Efficacy  and  Palatablenefs : 
To  be  pleafant  and  grateful  to  the  Tafte 
only,  wou’d  be  a  fmall  Recommenda¬

for  the  Cures  I  have  done ;  but  in  the  firft 
place,  I  find  none  lave  poor  find  worth - 
lefs  Folks,  who  are  willing  to  fubfcribe  to 
this  Method,  and  fuch  I  don’t  value ; 
for  depend  upon  it,  I  will  not  ( like  the 
Scheme-Maker  )  hire  any  to  own  the 
Favours:  I  have  done  them  ;  and  for  the 
Better  fort ,  they, hate  even  the  Sight  of  a 
Pcrfon  who  has  done  them  Service  in  this 
kind,  left  they  ihou’d  difcover,  to  their 
Prejudice,  what  they  have  too  much  in 
their  Power ;  and  indeed  I  Ihould  be  of 
the  fame  Opinion  my  felf.  And  in  the  next 
place,  this  is  done  to  perfuade  theWorld 
of  the  Goodnefs  of  a  Medicine  which  they 
have  good  Reafon  to  doubt  of ;  and  laft- 
iy,  when  thefe  Gentlemen  do  us  the  fa¬ 
vour  to  balance  the  Account  of  fueh  as 
Ll've  and  Die  under  their  Methods,  then 
would  it  be  reafonable  for  the  World  to 
follow  them,  according  to  their  Defects ; 
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but  they  foift  an  Advertifement  now  and 
then,  what  vaft  Advantage  fuch  and  fuch 
have  received  by  xh€k  Specifiers  and  E- 
lixirs ;  but  not  pne  Word  pf  who  died 
by  theNegleft  ofbetter  Remedies  | 
pas  munttegit  tern-fa  I  fliall  then  .foper- 
fede  all  Difcoveries  of  this  kind,  they  be¬ 
ing  odious  and  fit  for  nothing  but  to 
bring  Reproach  upon  the  Phyfioian  and 
the  poor /-Patient*  and  fliall  proceed,  to  a 
fhort  Account  of  Specifiers,  as  they  are 
called,  and  demonftrate  to  Mankind  the 
Extortion  and  Folly  of  thefe  Pretenders 
and  Pretences  ;  indeed  L  mutt  own,  they 
are  properly  Specifiers  in  their  Scnfe ;  . 
for  as  each  Remedy  is  worth  what  it 
brings  in  of  Profit,  fa  they  who  get  the 
molt  Money  for  their  Specifier sr  fancy 
themfelves  the  wifeft  Men,  and  their 
Specifiers  mu  ft  be  very  Valuable ;  but  I 
can’t  ftoop  to  this  Senfe  of  the  Word,  as 
will  appear  anon  in,  thenext  Chapter, 
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-  Name^  atid  how  it  covers  Ignorance 
"  and  a  Cheat; 
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Can’t  but  admire  at  the  Affurance  of 
fome  Men,  who  adapt  the  Significa¬ 
tion  of  Specifiers  to  their  own  Remedies, 
and  who  cry  up  a  paltry  Mixture  for  the 
fined  Invention  in  the  World  y  but  my 
Wonder  ceafes,  \Vhen  I  confider  the  Mat- 
ref  in  a  different  Light,  for  Profit  will 
make  a  Man  of  m  Honour  fay  and  do  any 
thing;  and  as  Mr. ‘pr^tfffays,  there  is 
a  certain  fort  of  Impudence  in  Want,  - 
An  Affertion  or  Authority  in  Phyfiek, 
is  like  the  Quotient  in  Divifion,  no  one 
is  fure  his  true,  till  it  is  proved  ;  and  I 
mud  in  a  particular  manner  let  the  World 
know,  that  as  no  Perfon  who  is  a  Party 
concern’d,  ought  to  be  admitted  as  a  Wit- 
nefs  in  any  Cafe,  therefore  Dr.  Ch-b-l-n 
fharing  in  the  Profits,  is  an  improper  Judge 
of  the  Vertuesof  his  Specific^  becaufe  the 
World  can  expedt  nothing  from  him  but 
JLlogiunts ,  and  extravagant  Expreflions  to 

cry 
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crvcup  this  Sfedfick^Pdnaua i  (as he  terms 
ir  a  learned  Blunderl  )  But- 1  may  beans 
{wer'd j  Why  then  fo  many  AdVfirtifo- 
ments,3  if  this  were  not  a  Real  Specijl.'k  ? 
In  the’firft  place,  too  much  is  proved  by 
thefe  AdvertiferS  5  fo*  by  them,  it  muft 
bc'the  Dew  of  Heaven !  and  this  Gentle¬ 
man  has  been  damp’d  on  purpofe  by  the 
Almighty  Power,  to  find  out  a  Secret  % 
a  Profeffion  he  is  entirely  Ignorant  of; 
(as  a  Reward,  think  we,  for  having  dropt 
his Prieftly  Function?)  1  (  ■  _ 

In  the  next  place,  I  have  already  told 
my  Reader  that  thefe  Advert! Cements  arc 
lured  at  the  Expence  of  a  Guinea  to  the 
Advertifer,  and  at  the  Price  of  the  Ad- 
vertifement  alfo,as  his  printed  Directions', 
which  I  have  by  me,  do  teftify. 

As  for  a  Specified,  I  muft  acquaint  my

-Jp 
tainted;  apd  therefore  this,, is  a  ridicu¬ 
lous,  andean  -afifolpte  Cfyiffe,  to  delude 
poor  Unfortunate  People,,  and  at  once 
to  empty  their  Bodies. aud  -their  Purfes. 

But  this  Gentleman  returns  to  his  Ar¬ 
gument,  and  tells  me,  Sir!  Remark  this 
NecMice !  tis s  but  a  [any  one  to.  look  at  l 
Nothing, better  for  Teeth  and. Childbed- 
women  !  Sir,  ’tis  an  appended  Remedy  1 
only  a<Ss  by  Effluvia !  weighs  but  a  few 
Grains  itfclfi,  and  yet,  Sir,  take  my 
Word  fort,  it  makes  fuch  Alterations

Is  it  not  a  vile  Impofition  in 
thefe  Men,  to  difpofe  of  fuch  common, 
ufelefs,  and  dangerous  Medicines  at  fo 
extravagant  a  Rate  ?  For  neither  of  thefe 
can  coft  above  6  d.  or  8  d.  at  mod,  and  a 
Guinea  is  paid  for  them  at  Toy-Shops  or 
elfewhcre ;  upon  which  I  fay  again,  with 
the  worthy  Dr.  Chamberlen ,  ’tis  very  iur- 
prizing. 

But  what  is  mod  furprizing  to  me,  is, 
that  Men  of  Senfe  and  Worth  fhould

No,  they  are  fuch 
common  things,  that  a  Boy  of  Twelve 
Months  Skill  in  Pharmacy  wou’d  be  a- 
fham’d  to  boaft  of. 

As  to  my  own  Noflrums ,  I  will  give 
them  up  to  any  one  that  pleafes  to  make 
what  Tryals  they  are  minded  to  do  up¬ 
on  them  ;  they  cannot  find  ’em  out : 
but,  What  is  it  to  the  Purpofe  if  they 
fhou’d  ?  I  can  only  fay,  I  depend  upon 
Judgment,  and  will  not  fcruple  to  alter 
my  Medicines  as  I  fee  occafion ;  for  no 
Medicine  can  fit  every  Age  and  Confti- 
tution,  iioris  every  Perfon  that  applies; 
alike  affected ;  fome  have  a  Bubo,  and  a 
Running  at  the  fame  time ;  others,  a 
Bubo  only :  Some  have  a  fliarpnefs  of 
Water,  and  fome  have  none :  Some 
have  watery  Gleets,  others  a  ropy  one : 
Some  have  Shankers,  others  a  Caruncle : 
Some  have  Strength  enough,  and  Ye¬ 
ll  nom

nom  enough,  to  bear  and  require  ftrong 
and  potent  Remedies ;  others  have  a 
great  deal  of  Poifon  in  their  Veins,  and 
little  Strength :  And  therefore,  I  fay, 
Vis  ridiculous  and  prepofterous  to  ex- 
pofe  to  fale  an  Vniverj'al  Remedy,  which 
is  luppos’d  to  be  adapted  to  every  one’s 
Age  and  Conftitution  ;  or  to  pretend  to 
cure  this  Difeafe  by  a  Dofe  or  two  of  any 
Medicine,  (tho’witha  Chymical  Bolus') 
as  fome,  who  have  more  Ajjurance  than

I  hope  I  fhall  not  be  look’d  on  as  idle 
in  my  Generation,  if  I  to  thefe  few  Ad¬ 
ditions  iubjoin  a  little  Digreffion  on  the 
Gout,  and  difcover  to  the  World  a  new 
Collufion  on  this  Particular. 

This  Diforder  has  fo  much  hitherto 
baffled  the  Endeavours  of  Phylicians, 
that  they  now  at  laft  begin  to  conclude 
it.  an  ufelefs  Enquiry  to  feek  after  its 
Cure;  and  he  would  only  convince  the 
World  of  a  fuperlative  Folly, who  wou’d 
go  about  to  reafon  Perfons  into  an  Opi¬ 
nion  of  Specifiers  for  it,  at  a  time  when 
the*  moft  diligent  Praftitioners  wave 
Inch  Attempts.  Has  it  ever  been  known 
that  any  Remedy  was  yet  found  out  to 
prevent  a  Return  of  the  Gouty  nay, 
which  did  not  throw  it  upon  the  Bow¬ 
els,  and  lay  the  Foundation  for  a  Neft  of 
Diftempers?  Jumbles  of  Words  which 
Pretenders  join  together  without  Cohe¬ 
rence 
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renceor  Defign,  may  cajole  an  unthink¬ 
ing  Multitude  into  a  Belief,  that  fome- 
thing  Extraordinary  is  attempted,  be- 
caufe  fomewhat  Extraordinary  is  pro¬ 
mis’d  ;  but  the  Men  of  Brains  never 
judge  of  a  Book  by  its  fpecious  Title ; 
thofe  ftale  Tricks  are  out  of  date. 

The  Learned  talk  of  Indigeftions  and

fhort,  the  Atom's  plainly  difcoverable  by 
the  latter,  are  never  to  be  feen  (even 
with  the  niceft  Glaffes  yet  fram’d)  by 
the  former  ;  but  the  Auri  Sacra  fames 
makes  Men  very  clear  fighted  ;  for  this 
the  World  runs  unfathomable  Lengths. 
,A  Sydenham ,  a  Lifter ,  a  Mujgrave ,  a  Win- 
tnnghamy  muft  fink  under  the  weight 
of  the  New  Syftem ;  and  were  this  to  hold 
true  in  all  the  branches  of  Sciences  9  Lear¬ 
ning  muft  yield  to  Ignorance,  and  Re- 
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ligion  to  Enthufiafm.  Happy  Age  [ 
in  which  the  Blind  only  hit  the 
Mark !

I  fhall  in  few  Words  difpatch  this 
Affair  under  confideration ;  but  firft,  it 
will  not  be  deem’d  from  thePurpofe  to 
relate  the  Particulars  of  the  T  ryals  made 
on  the  Anti  arthritic!:  Specifick  Tintlure : 
One  of  the  Purchafers  made  me  a  Pre- 
fent  of  a  little  of  this  pretended  Specifick, 
which  I  try’d  in  the  following  manner  : 
I  exhal’d,  as  alfoin  another  Tryal  defla¬ 
grated,  the  Spirit  of  Wine  which  I  found 
reftified,  and  there  was  left  behind 
a  Gum,  which  I  found  to  be  Gum 
Guaiaci.  I  pour’d  fome  of  the  Tincture 
into  Water,  and  it  immediately  turn’d 
Milky,  as  all  Gummous  Bodies  are  ob- 
ferv’d  to  do;  to  this  Milky  Liquor  I 
pour’d  on  01.  Vitriol,  and  prefently  the 
Camphire  emerg’d,  and  fmelt  then  very 
ftrong.  This  Tryal  having  anfwer’d, 
and  being  like  the  Specifick  mention’d 
in  the  Practical  Scheme,  I  try’d  that  a- 
gain  in  the  fame  manner  as  mention’d, 
and  all  the  difference  I  found  was,  that 
in  this  latter  Specifick  there  was  more 
Camphire,  and  in  the  Venereal  Specifick 

there 
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there  was  more  Gum  Guaiaci ;  but  in 
both  of  ’em  I  find  a  little  Scammony ; 
fo  that  the  difference  between  thefe  two 
Specific ks  is  plainly  no  other  than  Beer 
and  Ale ,  and  Ale  and  Beer. 

Is  it  pofTible  then  for  Collufion  to  run 
higher  than  in  this  pretending  Scribler  1 
Can  he  believe  the  World  is  grown  fo 
credulous,  that  he  may  impofe  any  fri¬ 
volous  Change  upon  them  for  Secrets  ? 
Or  does  he  believe  it  is  fo  Ignorant  or 
Idle,  to  take  all  he  affirms  upon  Truft  ? 
No ;  thefe  Banters  are  not  like  to  be 
fwallow’d  down,  nor  fucceed  much  lon¬ 
ger  ;  nor  ftall  I  ceafe  in  every  following 
Edition  to  expofeall  fuch  vain  Preten- 
fions  to  the  Publick. 

To  add  fome  Reafoning  upon  the 
Point,  1  mull  remark  to  you  what  have 
been  the  {landing  Opinions  concerning 
this  Difeafe.  Dr.  Sydenham ,  and  moll 
Authors  before  and  after  him,  have  gi¬ 
ven  it  in  as  their  common  Sentiments, 
that  the  Humour  rolling  in  the  Joints  is 
fuch  as  cannot  freely  pafs  the  Glands, 
and  the  other  minute Palfages  adjacent; 
and  the  Wifer  of  the  Faculty  have  ad¬ 
ded,  that  this  Humour  is  fo  noxious, 
that  it  cannot  be  fafely  tranflated  from 
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thence  into  the  Blood  again.  If  then 
nothing  can  effectually  put  a  flop  to  the 
Humours  being  thrown  upon  the  Joints, 
and  I  think  we  may  fafely  enough  af¬ 
firm,  that  nothing  has  hitherto  been 
difcover’d  which  has  had  this  .EffeCt ; 
I  muff  then  neceffarily  conclude,  that 
it  is  not  fafeto  apply  any  thing  exter¬ 
nally,  which  will  throw  this  Humour 
back  again  into  the  Blood.  Now  what 
is  any  Tincture  apply’d  externally,  but 
difperfing  this  Humour,  and  throwing 
it  upon  the  Bowels ;  but  fhou’d  it  not 
do  this,  ’tis  not  owing  to  the  Care  of 
this  Fritter.  Let  it  not  be  any  further 
affirm’d  fo  boldly,  how  many  are  cured 
of  this  Diftemper ;  but  let  them  tell  the 
Story  half  a  Year  hence ;  let  them  then 
give  us  an  Account  whether  they  are 
hot  afflided  again  and  again,  and  then 
we  fhall  be  able  to  judge  of  its  Em- 
cacy. 

I  cannot  difown  that  Dr.  Sydenham's 
Method  of  giving  Bitters  is  uieful  to 
attenuate  the  Juices,  and  to  evacuate  a 
fhare  of  them  by  the  Pores ;  but  neither 
he,  nor  any  other  fince  him,  have  ever 
affirm’d  that  Returns  of  the  Gout  were 
for  ever  prevented  by  fuch  Medicines : 

I  And 
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And  yet  a  Perfon  without  Skill  on  Hu¬ 
mane  Bodies,  or  in  the  Practice,  fhall 
fet  up  to  be  an  Aifculapius !  Yis  to  me 
furprizing,  both  becaufe  of  the  Igno¬ 
rance  of  the  Pretender,  and  the  known 
Impoflibility  of  the  thing  to  be  done  : 
And  if  the  World  is  refolv’d  to  favour 
fuch  Impofitions,  ’tis  their  own  Choice, 
not  want  of  Difcovery  in  me. 

Thus,  my  dear  Reader,  have  I  for  thy 
fake  laid  much  in  a  little  compals  :  I 
have,  it  is  true,  decry ’d  fome  Mens 
Practices,  but  I  hope  I  have  done  it 
with  good  Manners  and  Decency  ;  and 
as  Mens  Lives  and  Health  lie  at  ltake,  I 
could  hardly  fay  lefs:  I  am  not  however 
faying,  that  I  alone  polfefs  Secrets  for 
this  Difeafe  which  other  Men  have  not ; 
no,  I  admire  and  kifs  the  Feet  of  the 
Learned  Body  of  Pbyfick  in  this  City  :  I 
cannot  enough  praife  the  Induftry  of  our 
j Body  of  Surgeons,  in  this  great  Metropolis , 
who  of  late  Years  have  outdone  thofe 
Monfieurs,  who  carry  too  much  Sway 
even  yet,  but  how  defervedly  they  only 
know  who  are  skill’d  in  this  Noble  Art  : 
Thofe  Gentlemen  being  regular  in  their 
Proceedings,  I  allow  them  all  that  they 

can 
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can  requeft  of  me  ;  and  I  hope  they  will 
alfo  allow  me  fome  competency  of 
Knowledge  in  this  one  Point,  in  which 
I  have  labour’d  fo  long  with  Succefs,  as 
will  appear  to  any  confidering  Perfon ; 
for  ’tis  odds  but  he  that  applies  to  one 
Diftemper  only,  lhall  difcover  fome- 
what  particular,  which  another  who 
has  not  a  Patient  in  a  quarter  of  a  Year 
has  no  Opportunity  to  do.  And  this, 
deitr  Reader ,  I  hope,  to  your  Comfort,  is 
my  Cafe.
